As ſoon as 
Dinner was done, he takes a bird-

Whar 
do you ſee in this Face, that ſhould 
make you think me ſuch a Fool, 
as to believe you can have any real 
afte&tion for one that has ſo little 
Merit, and is ſo much a Stranger 
to you? Madam ( ſays he |) the 
ſubject of your Merit is a very large 
field, and the proſpect is very tair ; 
but becauſe it wants not my Praiſes, 
and becauſe every man-el{e might 
as well pretend he Loves you for 
the ſame Cauſe, I: will paſs it by 
only in a filent Admiration.

The Colonel-was at that 
time at Madrid, and was to ſtay 
there five or ſix weeks to receive 
Inſtructions and Money for Re- 
cruiting his Regiment, which had 
ſaffker'd great- loſs in the Wars of 
Flanders. So that Liſander choſe 
rather to provide himſelf Quarters 
in another Houſe, than to give the

| Every body that knock'd at the 
Gate alarm'd Clarinda with the 
_Aame tranſport, and ſurprize, as if 
it had been Liſander himſelf, for, 
whoever knock'd, the ſtill fancy'd| 
it was he. ' The next day, about|.

two of the Clock, when he thought 
no body could either ſuſpect, or 
obſerve his haſt, he went to make 
his dear Clarinda a Viſit. She had 
already reſolv'd the manner of his 
Entertainment, which - was this :

val. Leſt the Sercnaders ſhould 
have loſt their labour, away he goes 
in all haſt , attended only by rwo 
of his own Souldiers, that brought 
him the intelligence, who were 
truſty fellows, and excellent com- 
pany in a doubtful occaſion. As 
ſoon as ever they came up with 
tne Muſick, without any other 
grecting ,. at a matter ot half a 
dozen blows, they broke two fid- 
| dles, and as many heads, whereof 
his Rivals chanc'd to be one.

rinda preſently wrote to her Father, 


that he would take no notice to 
any body -of the Match, becauſe 
the event was yet uncertain, and 
ſo he never ſo much as mention'd it 
in his Letter to Liſander. Abobt 
fourteen days afterwards, in the 
fame: Pacquet (* Dire&ed to Liſan- 
der) came the Kings Diſcharge,and
